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Parking changes could be'nail in the coffin' 


BUSINESS owners in Bridport have slammed 
proposals to introduce on-street pay and display 
controls throughout the town. 

Under the scheme - already rolled out in towns such 
as Dorchester and Swanage - motorists would we 
forced to buy a ticket to park in bays currently offer¬ 
ing one hour’s free parking. 

The changes proposed by Dorset County Council 
would affect much of East Street, West Street and 
South Street - the town’s business and retail heart. 

DCC state that ticket prices will be set relative to off- 
street parking so that vehicles are discouraged from 
parking on the street. 

The plans could also include DCC charging the town 
for “compensation for loss of revenue” for those park¬ 
ing bays occupied by market traders on Wednesdays 
and Saturdays. 

DCC claims the scheme will encourage a greater 
turnover of vehicles for customers of local shops, 
while enhancing pedestrian safety and traffic flow and 
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reducing pollution. 

A “consultation” with traders is currently underway, 
with Bridport Chamber of Trade expected to give a 
formal response to the proposals today (Wednesday). 

But the View from has heard from a number of town- 
centre business leaders and traders, all of which have 
reacted to the changes with a mixture of anger and baf¬ 


flement. 

Richard Batten, owner of South Street’s Batten’s 
Jewellers said: “It’s a very bad idea - another nail in 
the coffin for retail in Bridport. 

“At the moment people can park on the street to pop 
into the bank, dry cleaners, get something repaired or 
do every day shopping. 

“When will these councils learn that if you provide 
free parking you encourage customers? 

“All the big supermarkets know this. Who does this 
person think he is that he is cleverer than the bloke 
who runs Tesco?” 



A BARBECUE at Seatown last 
week raised more than £6,000 for 
the RNLI. 

Attracting over 1,500 people, 
the evening was organised by the 
Bridport fundraising branch of 
the RNLI.

Paul Wiscombe and his team at 
The Anchor Inn were thanked by 
organisers for their huge support 
for the evening.

Cuss and Le Rooster, and com¬ 


mentaries were by Chris Deacon 
and John Dover. 

Co-ordinator for the event, 
Sadie Miles, praised the efforts of 
volunteers and local businesses 
who supplied prizes, as well as 
members of the fire, police and 
ambulance emergency services 
who all gave their support. 
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A spokesperson for Peach Electrical said: “It would 
be a pain to lose the ability to pop into the shop. We 
need to encourage people into the town and keep Brid¬ 
port flowing.” 

Martin Ball of Country Seats said: “They should 
leave it as it is. 

“The town is so busy why spoil it? If I needed to un¬ 
load for my business it would be ridiculous to have to 
go and find a ticket machine. It seems so silly. 

“We are so lucky. When you go to other towns and 
see their centres as dead as a dodo you realise how 
lucky we are. It would be a shame to spoil that.” 

Dorset County Councillor for Bridport, Ros Kayes, 
said she would continue to fight the proposals but that 
the plans might already be set in stone.

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SAM Mackenzie-Green, 36, has been the 
Dorset County Show Secretary since 2002, 
moving from Berkshire. She came to Dorset 
with her husband, giving up a job managing an 
equestrian business, to become the show's 
youngest secretary. 

Despite this being her busiest weeks of the 
year she found time to talk to us about her life 
and the show, which this year takes place on 
Saturday and Sunday, September 7th and 8th. 


■ HAVE you always had an interest in horse rid¬ 
ing? 

Certainly since I was nine when I started riding. Al¬ 
though I’d had an academic education I went off to do 
an Equine Studies Degree which in those days was 
quite new. I just thought that I’d had enough of sub¬ 
jects like Latin and wanted to follow something I 
loved. I’ve continued competing in eventing and dres¬ 
sage until quite recently when, with two small chil¬ 
dren, we decided to build our own house and realised 
there simply wasn’t the time - but I’m not giving up 
completely. 

■ WITH the county show now just weeks away, 
do you ever think you would rather do some¬ 
thing else? 

I love the variety and the pressure - the way it all 
builds up and then you have a natural lull in the winter. 
I enjoy the pressure but I wouldn’t want to do it all the 
year round. I’m an organiser and I like to have things 
planned and then watch it all fall into place, so the job 
really suits me. 

■ AND if the show came to an end and you had 
to find something else what do you think you 
might do? 

My mother always said I should go into law, but I 
think if I had to I might run a business or start my own. 
Running the show teaches you lots of transferable 
skills. 

■ HOW did you get the job? 

We had already moved here when I saw it advertised. 
I thought ‘this is right up my street’, I couldn’t believe 
it. They had quite a lot of applicants and whittled it 
down to six, quite a mix of people who had the expe¬ 
rience and I was the youngest. I remember being in- 
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terviewed at 2pm and the then chairman, Tom Bartlett, 
phones me at 5pm and told me I’d got the job. I just 
put the phone down and screamed. When I started it 
was the first show after foot and mouth so it was quite 
a turbulent time. I inherited a show which was tradi¬ 
tional in every sense. I remember when I started the 
accounts were done by hand, we had a big ledger in 
which everything was entered. 

■ LOOKING back what's the best change, or 
changes, you have made? 

The introduction of ‘children go free’ was a major 
turning point. This should be an educational event, it’s 
part of our aims, and to have children coming along 
for free (with an adult) shows we are a family-friendly 
event and committed to educating people about agri¬ 
culture. But I think we have also managed to balance 
the more traditional aspects of the show with the com¬ 
mercial aspects, making it attractive to more people. 

■ DO you worry about the show? 

Yes. I can have sleepless nights and I often wake up 
early with half a dozen things on my mind, so I try to 
get to bed early. My biggest worry is not the organisa¬ 
tion, but the weather. If we get a series of good days 
in the run up to the show I start thinking that we are 
somehow using them up! 

■ WHO has been influential in your life? 

I grew up in the era of Margaret Thatcher as Prime 
Minister and I’d been through a fe min ist grammar 
school, so whatever you think of her politics it was 
very encouraging to see a woman in that position and 
to get the message that women could achieve any¬ 
thing. Mrs Thatcher and Hilary Clinton are both very 
inspirational. 

■ HOW do you relax? 

With the family, although for these four weeks I don’t 
get to see them as much as I would like. This last 
weekend was probably the last one I will get off until 
the show is over. I like to potter in the garden and to 
read. I like classics like Dickens or I will pick up a 
thriller if I want a quick read.

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Pinch point petition launched 


THE campaign to address problems with the West 
Bay Enhancement Scheme gathered pace this week 
with the announcement that a petition has been 
launched calling for action. 

Members of the West Bay Community Forum, who 
instigated the petition, say they have collected over 
400 signatures in two "short sessions" calling for 
West Dorset District Council and Dorset County 
Council to sort out issues they say are blighting the 
area. 

Changes made to junctions and road layout have 
been talking points ever since the £1.25million West 
Bay Enhancement Scheme introduced the measures 
in March this year. 

WBCF members Michael Nicks, Chris Cherry and 
Malcolm Leighton - who sits on Symondsbury 
Parish Council - took to the streets to canvass opin¬ 
ion over aspects of the scheme they say are causing 
chaos for residents and visitors alike. 

Mr Nicks said: "In the 14 years between 1998 and 
2012 there were just four recorded accidents in West 
Bay. 

"Now it's chaos. People drive through Haddon 
House car park to avoid the pinch point there. Chil¬ 
dren on their bikes go up on the pavement because 
they know how dangerous it is. 

The pinch point has been noted as a conflict area, 


but they [council officers] won't be wrong. 

"I've written to them about it repeatedly but 
they've stopped replying." 

Councillor Leighton said of the enhancement 
scheme: "It's not all bad - we are happy with some 
of the work. But the pinch point and the new right 
hand turn into the harbour are real problems. 

"They have widened the pavement at the junction 
making it a sharper turn. When a big vehicle goes 
round the corner or if it has to turn right it cannot 
do so without blocking oncoming traffic. 

"It's a concern for pedestrians, safety and for con¬ 
gestion." 

WBCF also point to the removal of the traffic island 
in the middle of the road near Harbour Stores, which 
was removed as part of the improvements, and the 
fact that visitors are diverted away from the harbour 
instead of being encouraged into the heart of the 
resort. 

Mr Cherry said: "People will drive until they can see 
the sea. Now they are being encouraged to park in 
the car park opposite Haddon House and walk to the 
sea. 

"But human nature doesn't allow for that. They 
want to drive as close as they can." 

Local resident Peter Kenway has lived in West Bay 
for 72 years. 


He said:"Traffic calming is okay but when it comes 
to a grinding halt like it has done the last two week¬ 
ends then it's not working. You have to let traffic 
flow." 

WDDC leader Robert Gould says he has listened to 
concerns over the issue and will continue to monitor 
the situation. 

He said last week: "We continue to work with 
Dorset County Council and local councillors to see 
what can be done to address any problems."

AN AMATEUR artist from 
Bridport is celebrating after 
seeing her painting feature 
on the BBC's The One Show. 

Bridport Art Society mem¬ 
ber Carol Lancaster was said 
to be "absolutely chuffed" 
to see her picture on the 
show after it made it onto a 
shortlist of a nationwide 
BBC competition inviting 
artwork on the subject of 
"where I live." 

She said: "When I first got 
the phone call from the BBC 
it was like one of those sur¬ 
real phone calls - you don't 
quite believe it. 

"But it was someone from 
the BBC telling me my pic¬ 
ture had made it down to 
the last 30 and would I be 
available for filming if it 
made it to the last four. 

"There were more than 
700 entries nationwide so I 
was really pleased." 

While Mrs Lancaster's pic¬ 
ture did not go on to make 


it to the last four, its inclu¬ 
sion in the last 24 entries 
ensured it featured on the 
BBC primetime show. 

Mrs Lancaster recalled: 
"Suddenly there was a nice 
big close up of the picture. 
It was thrilling - I was really 
pleased to see it shown." 

The scene depicts Mrs 
Lancaster, her siblings and 
her husband looking out to 
sea from the pier at West 
Bay. 

The picture has more than 
a touch of poignancy for 
the Birmingham-born re¬ 
tired office administrator, as 
it portrays the last time her 
sister Jennie visited her in 
her adopted town of Brid¬ 
port. 

Coming to the town to 
convalesce during a serious 
illness, Jennie passed away 
the following November. 

Mrs Lancaster said: "It's an 
emotional picture for me. 
The weather was very poor 


around about the time she 
visited, but for the four days 
she was here the weather 
was wonderful. 

"My brother in law took a 
photo of the scene and I 
thought 'I'm going to do 
that as a picture.' It really 
summed up where I live. 

"Now the picture is a trib¬ 
ute to my sister. I some¬ 
times wonder if she is 
looking down at it thinking 
'Oh look at that!"' 

The painting will hang in 
the BBC's new Media City 
headquarters in Salford 
until the end of August 
when it will be returned to 
Mrs Lancaster, who has 
lived in Bridport for seven 
years. 

The 67-year-old said: "I 
could never get rid of it 
now. I'll hang it in the house 
somewhere." 

You can see the work of 
Mrs Lancaster - who de¬ 
scribes Bridport as a great 


place to live for artists - 
alongside work by her fel¬ 
low Bridport Arts Society 
members at a forthcoming 
exhibition in West Bay. 

The exhibition at the Salt 
House, West Bay, runs from 
August 24th to 28th and fol¬ 
lows a show at Bridport Arts 
Centre.

She said: “It’s part of a scheme that predates 2006 
and my fear is that the decision has already been 
made. 

“I would prefer it not to happen at all, but if it must 
go ahead then we must fight to ensure Bridport gets 
something out of it - for example with a new shuttle 
bus service around the town.” 

Councillor Kayes is also fighting DCC plans to 
claim compensation for loss of revenue on market 
days, which she claims could result in a rise in the 
town’s precept. 

Matthew Piles DCC traffic manager said: “The in¬ 
tention is to promote sustainability and economic 
growth in towns across Dorset, not just in Bridport, 


where pay and display schemes are being introduced.” 

“The scheme will improve traffic flow by discour¬ 
aging motorists from driving into town centres to park 
all day and blocking those spaces for people who want 
to park for a short time to shop, visit the library, and 
so on. 

“A similar scheme has already been introduced in 
Swanage and, after initial opposition, has generated a 
lot of positive feedback.” 

Mr Piles also contradicted the notion that money 
raised would be earmarked for Bridport. 

He said: “The scheme will generate cash that will go 
back into the county highways budget, providing 
funding for more sustainable traffic management proj¬ 
ects and road improvements.”

Councillor Gillian Summers - who helped organise 
the event - said that if it hadn't been for the rain the 
event would have easily doubled its take.

"James Radcliffe, the Harbourmaster, and I - the 
chairman of West Dorset District Council - are looking 
forward to doing it all again next year."

TWELVE new Dorset police offi¬ 
cers have spent their first week in 
the community on placements with 
local agencies and services.

Sale of old offices doesn't mark 
end of project for West Dorset 


■ WEST Dorset District Council 
leader, Robert Gould, said re¬ 
cently of the Stratton House sale 
that-while missing out by a full 
£2m from the pre-election- 
promised revenue - This marks 
the end of the project to relo¬ 
cate West Dorset District Coun¬ 
cil'. 

To borrow the words of a fa¬ 
mous politician from yesteryear: 
'No, No, No!' 

True, the new offices stand in 
Charles Street and WDDC have 
sold Stratton House for just 43 
per cent of the pre-election 
promised figure... by definition 
their original promise was 
hugely inflated, highly mislead¬ 
ing. 

Such massive misjudgments, 
including the extra unbudgeted 
£1.6m for moving a church off 


Charles Street North car park, 
and the blotting-out of around 
400,000 x 1 hour parking slots 
p.a. by placing council offices on 
Charles Street South car park, 
are serious... but are nothing 
compared with the fundamental 
breakdown of trust between 
council and electorate. 

The council's leaders never en¬ 
sured councillors, retailers and 
public received, appreciated and 
could discuss the full facts be¬ 
fore the fateful decision was 
taken.

Green Lawn Blues? 


WITH a spring that started out cold and wet 
and a summer culminating in hot and dry the 
lawn has had a lot to cope with over the past 
season. Some lawns, especially south facing 
slopes in full sun, were just not able to cope ad¬ 
equately with the sudden heat and ended up 
scorched in patches. Many of these will recover, 
some, like those on poorer soils, won’t.

Whatever the length, try not to take off 
more than a third of the length or the plant will 
stress and the stalled growth will provide op¬ 
portunity for competing moss.
